Ho would make of you If you were thus 
Tilled, for the experience of Peter shows 
you how utterly different a man is before 
ho gets a Pentecostal baptism and aTter 
ho gets It. The man who could not 
stand tho questionings of a servant-maid 
before he got this power, dared to be 
crucified after he got It, I may Just say. 
that here. In the great cause of the. decllno 
of so mnny who begin well. Oh I thero 
Is no more common lament on tho lips 
of really spiritual teachers, everywhere, 
thrin ililH, lhat so many begin well. "Ve 
did run well," we might truly say of 
IhousandH In thla land to-day. "Yo did 
run well." They begin In the Spirit, and 
then, ns the Apostlo says, "They go on 
to be made perfect by the flesh." How la 
this 7 Because, you see, the Spirit puts 
before every soul this walk of full conse- 
cration and whole-hearted devotedness 
to God. and. Instead of being obedient to 
the heavenly vision, the soul shrinks 
back and says, "That Is too much— th.it 
is too close— that Is too great a sacrifice— 
and they decline, nnd. Instead of e-Mne up 
a profession and going back into tho 
world (there would be ten limes more 
hopo of them If they did this) they cling 
on to the profession and kindle a fire of 
their own, and walk In the sparks they 
have kindled. But Ho says Ho is against 
them, and "they shall He down In sor- 
row." Oh ! there Is a deal of this. People 
must have a God and a religion. They 
will have one, and when they shrink from 
tho true one, and will not follow the Di- 
vine counsel, then they make one for 
themselves, and a great many of them 
go to sleep and never wake again. Thoy 
go out of tho world comfortably under 
tho Influence of narcotics, and they never 
wake. They die deceived ; or, If they 
do awake, we know what sort of an 
awakening it is, and what sort of death- 
bed theirs la. Our poor Salvation Army 
people— these "fishermen," — these young 
women— aro sei.t for 10 pray with these 
people when they get awakened. And oh I 
wliat scenes arc witnessed. Oh E see to 
II lhat you get awake and keep awake, 
a id bo willing to follow the Spirit's leach- 
log In everything, at all costs and sacri- 
fices. 

I want you to note, first, how these 
people waited. "Tarry at Jerusalem till 
yn hn endowed with POWER." Mar!:, 
that Is not truth merely. They hnd got 
truth before. There Is something hesirlcs 
truth needed. Paul says bis Gospel and 
his prcnohlnc were not merely in word, 
but In power, and lu the demonstration 
of the Spirit. What would be llic lirst 
tiling that would strike you that those 
disciples would be thinking of, as they 
wended their way haek rrom Olivet, hav- 
ing taken leave or their now glorlllcil 
Master 1 Back ag/ain lo the upper room 
at Jerusalem. Imagine what stale of 
mind would bo theirs. How would they 
wait for the promise ? 

Methlnks the llrst reeling would be lhat 
or deep self-abasement. As they 
thought ot the. pa.it ; now thnt the rull 
glory of Ilia Divinity, and the Divinity 
ot His mission had burst upon them, and, 
as Lhey thought of their three years' so- 
journ with Him. and of all their darkness 
and blindness of heart, and all they had 
lost— all thnt they might have known- 
all Ho would hnvc revealed to them. If 



thoy would have received It— as tho 
thought of It all burst upon them— Ju3t 
as. next day, w T hen you ilnd out who a 
person was, or some particular elrcum- 
stanco respecting a person that you did 
not Tully understand at tbe llmo, and, 
when tho person is gone, anil It oil breaks 
upon you, you say, "What a fool I was !" 
and to methlnks these apostles wouia 
say. Indeed, as Ho said, "Oh, fools, and 
idow of heart to believe !" They wero 
cured— Peter certainly was— of Belf-suf- 
iicieiicy, of pride, and all of them would 
go back again in deep self-abasement. 

Can you not think you see, them* as 
they assembled In tho upper room ? I 
should not bo surprised at all It Peter, 
with bis Impulsive nature— and It is a 
glorious thing to have an Impulsive na- 
ture when it Is Impulsive for good— to he 
zealously affected always in a good causo 
—threw himself on his race before his 
risen Master In deepest humiliation and 
hrokon-hoartedness for his base Ingrati- 
tude In having denied Him. And how 
do yon think Thomas and all ft tlrem 
would t«el as they remembered thesecno 
in tho Garden, and how they all. in tho 
hour of His agony, forsook Him and 
Hod ? How would they all feel ? Oh ! 
they would feel indeed unholy, amnio, 
cowards, and would go down, over and 
over again, on their faces, to wait In 
deep EClf-nbasement. 

And now, friends, this Is the very first 
and indlspenslble condition ot rceeiving 
tho Holy Ghost. Yon must first realize 
your past Impurity, unholinuss, disobedi- 
ence, and ingratitude. You must not be 
atrald to know the worst of yourselves. 
Yuu must look back at tho time when 
your hand bus been with Him on the In.

You must look at your unfaithful- 
ness and disobedience, at your shrinking 
from tho cross, at your cleaving to tho 
world, nnd if yon want to he rilled wllh 
the Spirit, you must be willing to know 
tbo worst of yourself, and toll tho Lord 
the worst ot yourself.

"Now. Lord, am I low enough ? Now. 
Lord, am I down far enonjrh in tho dust 
for Thco to come and lift mc up ? I ah. 
hor myself. I loathe myself In dust and 
ashes, and I want Thee lo come nnd fill 
mo with Thy Spirit." You will have to 
be emptied of s .'If. When people arc self- 
sufficient, God always leaves them nlonn 
lo prove their Self-sufllclciicy. When 
pcoplo Ihlnk Iticy can do for themselves. 
He lets them fall down and nee their 
weakness. We must realize our utter 
helplessness and weakness— we must ho 
utterly lost In our own sight. Some of 
you. I think, havo come to lhat, and oth- 
ers arc nol quite low enough. You must 
get down lower, my brother. God's way 
to exaltation is through tho Valley ot 
Humiliation. You must get lower— lower. 
You can never get loo low In your own 
estimation In order lo he lllled with the 
Spirit ot God. 

They waited, secondly. In earnest ap- 
preciation of its Importance, Ah ! they 
had enough to make them do it. How do 
you think they felt when they got into 
the npper room ? "We are told that Ihero 
were about 120 or them.

It was to begin to set up this Royal 
Splrltuul Kingdom in contmdlgtlnetion 
to their temporal and earthly kingdom, 
and then to go out from Jerusalem and 
subjugate the world to His sway ! How 
would they feel 7 Poor Peter, and 
Thomas, and John, and Mary and tho 
rest of the women (thanks to the Holy 
Ghost, Ho has taken enre to put It In 
that they were there) — how would they 
feel 7 They would feel, "Wo might as 
well stop and die here, as go out as wo 
are. until we do get the equipment of 
power, "We want something moro than 
we have got," And there they waited, 
and they said, "Lord, pour it out uiion 
us ; wo am ready.

A havo 
erled, "Lord, who hath hcllcvod our re- 
port ?" Who will thus take hold of God 
for this special and full salvation ? Alas! 
how few. One draws back for one reason, 
and another for another. One feels how 
far they come with us. You can hear 
tho tread of their feet, and you can hear 
how they falter and draw back. None but 
those who travail for souls can over un- 
derstand tho agony of feeling that souls 
are drawing back when you havo hrought 
them on the road so far. I have thought 
many a time of the Saviour, when so 
many who had been hearing Illm foraoolc 
Him and fled. It was after He had been 
trying to lead them higher, oven to real 
spiritual union with Himself.

Or un Increase on tho whole four cor- 
responding months over lust year of yo2 
beds and SOU meals. 

We havo also found employment <tom- 
porary) for H7 men In The same space of 
lime, which Is very good, considering lhe 
size both of our Institution and of tho 
city. A few farmers have also come lo ns 
for farm hands, some of whom we have 
been able to supply with the sort of men 
they required. One gcullcmuu who got a 
farm hand from us last fall, was so de- 
lighted with him lhat a few days ago ho 
fame and left an order for another to bo 
ohlalncd for him when the form work of 
seeding, etc., commences. Another fnrm- 
er. who has had one of our men all win- 
ter, came the other day, hired another, 
and took him away with him. A busi- 
ness man In the City had three of our 
men to do a rough Job for him the other 
day, but took such a fancy for one of 
them that ho has promised him a sltu- 
atlou. Another professional muu, who 
hired one of our lodgers to work for him, 
feels grcnt anxlely at his talk of leaving 
for a betler situation. The manager of a 
large Implement warehouse in the City, 
said the other evening, when ho called 
to order some wood from our wood-yard : 
"Captain, I never could get n good man to 
do a day's work for mc till I commenced 
to come to the Salvation Army Hotel tor 
them, and yon need never fear lo ask mo 
for a recommend for them." A lady in 
another town, tor whoso husband I se- 
cured a man somo eight months ago, and 
who, I might sny, has given such satis, 
faction as to remain In the employ ever 
since, thinks so much of the Salvation 
Army as a place to And servants that 
she, tho other day, wrote me to see If 1 
could get her a house servant. And yet 
somo people say we aro doing nothing for 
our keep. Lot them visit us at nil hours 
of tho day and night and see. Wo havu 
only proper accommodation for CI lodgers, 
and somo nights this past winter we have 
sheltered over DO from the storm. It 
has meant toll, anxiety, nnd loss of our 
own sleep, etc.. but we count It all joy. 

Wmle leading a meeting hi the jail a 
week or so ago. three of the prisoners 
held up tholr hands as a sign ilinl Uioy 
wero determined, by lhe grnce of God, 10 
lead a new life, flod bless the dear pris- 
oners ! My visits to lhe jail for meeting* 
have been a great blessing lo mo.

Talk about stars und dludems I 
there were heavenly Joys down hero and 
one wiib the Joy of DOING. She fell In 
coming buck that- nol only would she 
work hnnl, but she could silt up her ve:-y 
breiiHt und let out her heart and soul on 
the people ror their Snlviillon. Tlirco 
words In tho General's song had been pre- 
sent with her during the lust row weeks, 
Thoy were : "Flowing for nil men." Not 
only for oiioh und twos, but for ALL, Love, 
mercy, nnd the power, the love, mercy 
and power of God. like u mighty current 
Mowing out Tor all mon— Mowing around 
■ill. Oh ! lo lend Ihoin to IiIhic of tills 
blessedness.

TKUE to her word, tho Field Commis- 
sioner appeared on the pluirorm of Ihe 
Temple both on Sunday afternoon and 
night, looking none the worse tor hor 
Friday night's experience, and delivered 
two Salv addresses. Good audiences 

responded to the brief announcement of 
Ihe Field Commissioner's return lo pub- 
lic work, and listened witli sympathy .mil 
deep liilerest to the familiar voice whose 
lust DUbllc utterances had been given 
from Hint plutrorm In a most melting ap- 
peal to backsliders to return home to 
God. 

Ah a token, too. of the respect and es- 
teem In which Ihe Commissioner Is held 
amongst the citizens or Toronto, we may 
mention that the whole audience rose to 
their feet as the Commissioner entered, 
and remained standing until she had 
reached the platform nnd prayer had been 
offered. 

Previous lo the Commissioner's arter- 
noon address. Mnjor Gaskin was called 
upon to mukc u tew remarks. He refer- 
red to I lie General's birthday, (conccru- 
Ing which (he War Cry has already had 
something lo say.) and made some suit- 
able references to Ihe example of Ihe 
General's noble life. Speaking of the Joy 
oT Hie Commissioner's return, he told 
Die story of Ihe Duke of Wellington who, 
Just after the tide of victory hud set In 
for the Hrlllsh In a certain baltle. was 
riding with his stuff, as it seemed, un- 
necessarily und dangerously nour tho 
enemy's lines. Hcing remonsl rated with 
for thus exposing his eminently valuable 
life, he replied. "My life Is of little eonse- 
iiuclicc n,,w, the battle Is won. and tbe 
enemy Is In reiroat." it was not so In 
Ihe cose of ihe Field Commissioner. Uni- 
ties had been won. but there was a. great 
deal to be done yet. When the Commis- 
sioner fell In ilie buttle, she had Just 
launched her great scheme, which she 
hoiied would set the Territory on lire, 
and bring hundreds of souls to the Crass. 
It had done this ; 1.(100 was the record for 
onu month ; but with the Commissioner's 
relurn they hoped in see the war rolling 
on even faster. 

Tile FleUI Commissioner 

spoke of her regret that the special meet- 
ings she had Intended conducting ul the 
Temple were broken oIT so suddenly 
through her lllncsn. No heart, she 
thought, could have sulfcrcd more than 
her own In having been ohllgcd lo fall 
her appointments, but she had been en- 
abled to believe lhat God does "make 
ALL things work together for good," 
and the grace which had helped her pre- 
viously, enabled her still to retain at that 
trying season the great peace which the 
psalmist refers to In the words. "Great 
pence have they that love Thy law." The 
Commlsslouer said her two feet were on 
the promises all through her sickness, 
and she came back to offer the utmost 
posslhle devotion to the poor, dark und 
needy souls, perishing for want of Christ's 
Salvation. Oh I how the condition of 
man had passed before her la those long 
hours of sickness, the needs of never- 
dj'lng souls she had realized an never 
before, and coming buck with these re- 
alizations she looked lo the b,umh Tor sin- 
ners slain to enable her lo bring more 
souls out or darkness Into light, and 
itliechilly In tbe CHy of Toronto, for the 
Salvation of whose citizens God hud 
given her a thirst which would uever ho 
nppeused until His Sulvallon was brought 
nigh. 



The Commissioner's address lu tbe Sun- 
day night meeting was preceded by a 
tremendously hot and heavy cannonading 
from the Chief Secretary, who took up 
that old text or Genesis, chapter xlx 17 
and made It the arsenal from which' lie 
brought out Salvation shot und shell In 
great profuuion. lie wild the i*-opic of 
to-day have far greater privileges than 
those of Sodom. \\\> shall be Judged 
HOinewhiit according to our light and op- 
portunity, and to those who Know the 
moHt of the Lord's will nnrt yet will do 
It not. will be Ihe greater condemnation. 
The men of Sodom hud nol the chance of 
knowing about Ihe true and living Cod 
that we have. God hart only one follower 
In Hint city, a poor one nt Hint : In tan 
wo should cull I.ot n backslider— still, h« 
was the best God had there, nnd II seem- 
ed that God saved Mm simple because 
Lot acknowledged Him purliullv. lr not 
whole-heartedly. 

There Is a spiritual lesson wo may 
team from the message of the lingo's : 
they said tllnt Hie slus of the cllv laid 
come up before God, People of to-day are 
inclined lo think Hint Hi,- sins of the 
people do not come up before God. but 



they do 1 The sins of ISC stink in ihe 
nostrils of God Just us much as did the 
sins of Sodom, and God no more passes 
over Ihe sins of to-dny thnn He did then. 
He will punish sin in one generation as

Later on the Colonel compared Lol to 
the undecided lu the eongreallon. Lot 
knew the way of escape but was loth to 
go : to-day people know the plan of re- 
demption, and the message then was 
more us a warning to s,l V |> oil the road lo 
perdition and get on the right way, than 
to explain the wull-nndcrstooil plan of 
the Gospel. People admit their condition ; 
they say, "I know 1 am a sinner. In face 
or ihe light and knowledge I have 1 
intend some day to got convened :" hut 
we say lo such, as the angels said to Lol. 
"Don't slop ! lurry not In all ihe plain." 
Then the Colonel thundered on about 
the plain or Indifference and Indecision, 
and the danger there was in larrying 
there. Those who give full vent to their 
passions, the devil Is sure of : hut Indi- 
viduals who are half decided arc thoso 
who arc in tho greatest danger from Su- 
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It was now S,l» p. m .. and the Field 
Commissioner wcnl forward to the read- 
ing-desk to speak. 

Miss Booth again made a kind reference 
lo the expressions of sympathy and 
tokens or regard which had reached her 
rrom the Temple congregation and others 
Her heart had felt, she said. Ihe love lhat 
prompted the sending of bomiuels of 
Mowers, although during a pnrt of the 
time she could not sec Hie glfls that 
were seat hoi. Now Hie deep Interest she 
felt in the peoblo or Ihe city was Increas- 
ed ten thousand times, and she realized 
fully the Importance of her charge, und 
Hie preeloiisness of her opportunities for 
serving Christ and Ihe people of the city. 
Notwilhslanding t| lt . kindly medical ail- 
ylce she had received, she could not hold 
herseir hack. From childhood, when sho 
would throw aside her skipping rope to 
la k to a man In the sired about the 
things which live „,, beyond the stars, 
the passion hud been with her to seek, the 
eternal weirare of souls. Touehlngly tlm 
Commissioner referred to her experiences 
hi communion with her Saviour while 
on a bed of sickness. Her heart and 
soul were full or ambition for His glory 
as never before ; promises she had made 
Him. those promises. His grace, which 
hud enabled hor In times past, would also 
enable hor lo fullll In the future 

The song of Mrs. Hnotli-llellberg, the 
chorus of which, "While ihe light from 
Heaven is fill ting," Is well-known, fur. 
nished the basis for some hcuri-lhillliug 
rcmarks, especial ly ihe words, "All the 
whul-uilghl-lnive-been." Vivid. Indeed 
was ihe picture of the Young man at the 
Judgment Ear, girted and endowed with 
capacities for inlluenclng others, who had 
prostituted those powers to debasing and 
evilly Influencing bis fellows, ganiug 
at the "w'hilt-might-huve-bctn." The 
father, too. standing amongst 11,.; blasted 
and damned crowd of Chrlst-rojeetors a 
doomed soul, who might have been one 
amongst ihe Hlnod-we-ihoi], while-robed 
Ihrong on the right hand, leading his 
children forth lo Hie glories of the Celes- 
tial City, furnished a picture of photo- 
graphic reality which must have burned 
itself Into tho brain of many an uncoil, 
verted pareul in ibul audience. 

The concluding remarks

of mercy and Salvation ul] over the midl- 
eiice. The Commissioner spolte of lhat 
great conqueror of olden dues who hung 
out a light and announced thai while lhat 
light burned whoever ainongsl his foes 
passed near by, capitulated, should re- 
ceive rorglvcuess. but whoever stayed 
till that light wont out should he treated 
as rcliels. wholhcr ihey surrendered or 
not.

Shi- pound out her heart to God on behalf 
of the people in a foment und louclitng 
prayer, afler which she relnrned lo her 
room In Hie Territorial Ileaihiltartcls 
building.

At this latter place 
he termed himself the "resident minis- 
ter," Whllo here he formed a Circle Corps, 
and worked live nlaces, besides Emerson, 
assisted by one Lieutenant part of the 

TFnole S&m'a Soldiers, 

At Pembina ho held two or three 
meetings in the Fort with Uncle Snm's 
soldiers. Their Chaplain Invited him 
over, and at tho call of a bugle. In they 
marched. The Fort doctor and several 
ladies also attended ; whllo the newspa- 
per commented very favorably, und tho 
pooplu of the town doffed their hats to 
the Salvation Caplnln In a right proper 
manner.

Back to Winnipeg Corps to assist Adju- 
tant Hughes slK months was his n«xt 
change, from where he was compelled, on 
account of home difficulties,— the death of 
his father, who was killed by a. bull.— to 
return home and assist his mother.

that are found In the Interior, 1s such an 
Interesting Island, and the natives, too— 
tho Singhalese people, Ignorant and wild, 
who worship Buddha, very often form 
plentiful Illustrations of a race of human 
beings, seldom come up to a proper state 
of refinement and Chrlstlanlsatlon, 

But the Salvation Army is marching 
on In Lanka, for there are now 26 Corps 
and about 125 Officers, with a force of 
over 100 Blood and Fire Singhalese Sol- 
diers of the CroBB. 

Tho Village Training Home, a peculiar 
building, as will be seen by the Illustra- 
tion, Is situated almost In the centre 01 
the isle, ainong the hills and vales, where 
spleey breezes doth blow.

The ground in the hilly parts is damp, 
owing to tho very wet weather that pre- 
vails, consequently

cut out of the trunk ol a coconut palm 
six feot high. Coconut leaves, thatchea 
and slung »lp closely together, strcngtn- 
ened at intervals, with long sticks Borved 
as a wall, while the roof was covcrca 
with thatched coconut leaves. The floor 
o( this cage-like home was covered wttn 
planks, out out of the talipot palm ana 
nailed to crotfs loss of wood. Readers will 
wonder at knowing that this building was 
our Salvation Army Training Garrison for 
lads In Coylon. A mat spread on these 
logs, with a bundlo of straw tied up with 
creepers served for sleeping purposes. It 
was no Joke to sleep on this, for on rising 
up In the morning we found our nnre 
backs felt the effects of the knotty bark 
of the talipot palm. However, as we got 
used to It, these springy planks made as 
comfortablo on such an elevated building. 
Mosquitoes and other insects are numer- 
ous out In tho Jungles, and at times our 
backs, if happened to he barn, wnre mer- 
cilessly stung by tho rob-haputah (a 
large ily with a powerful sting, something 
like the dreaded tsetse fly of Africa.) Oc- 
casionally tho stillness of tho night Is 
disturbed by

as they went on their night raids upon 
the fowl-roosts of the villagers. 

Tho training lasts from four to six 
months, nttcr which the Cadets are com- 
missioned to tho Fluid. At 6.30 u. m. a 
bell Is rung, when the lafls rise and have 
their private prayers, a. m., unltea 
prayer, led by the Lieutenant or Training 
uomo Uorgcant, after which wo wond our 
way across the rice field to a well, whero 
wo wash our faco and our hands ana 
get ready for drill. Tho morning meal 
is then served out In enrthornwaro ves- 
sels, like largo soup-bowls. It is a very 
plain faro, made of rice, boiled in water 
and coconut milk, with a llttte salt adn- 
cd. Bible lessons next, after which tho 
Cadets are sent out In twos and threes 
to work, Somo go to tho neighboring 
jungles to collect fiiewood, while others 
are engaged planting vegetables and pre- 
paring tho sod, clearing, cte. During the 
noon, or after the breakfast or mid-day 
inenl Is done, school commences. In tho

are numerous, while, the huge trees teem 
with green parrots, dovca and other 
birds common to tropical countries. The 
whole day parrots keep chattering till 
night-fall. The cooing of tho ash dovo 
and the nllu-kobaiyah (blue dove) and 
the ehouting of tho godnyas (village farm- 
er) to his bulTnlo as he ploughs his Held 
is kept up all tho live-long day. Bufta- 
loofi nre loose and sometimes It makes 
your blood start and run cold t-^ bo sua- 
denly brought faco to face with one or 
theso grimy, long-horned monsters. 

1 remember once, while on our way to 
the Barracks, being in a similar Hx, Tho 
path lay across paddy fields on narrow 
mud banks, by the side of tho Jungiv, 
and whllo thuB trying to walk carefully 
on the slippery mud-bank, a buffalo broke 
looso and rushed upon us. The red Jaeket 
in the glaring sun generally frightens 
them, and 1L was owing to this thnt we 
had to take to our heels and run up a 
grove of arecanut trees that) wore close 
by until a villager came and drove the 
animal away. 

"While going out In the nights, torch- 
lights made of dried eoconut branehes are 
used, and the leader, with a stick In nana, 
Strikes It on olthcr side of the path to

that may be lurking In the grass. 

Cottage meetings are held In the yards, 
where a group of houses stand. The root 
of tho huts In somo cases are so low 
that ono cannot stand and conduct a 
meeting. The people are flrst informed 
that a meeting will be held, when the 
place Is swopt and large mats, used for 
drying paddy. Is spread ; a mortar, or log 
of wood, is placed upright, on which a 
lamp 1b kept. In this way, with a light 
In tho centre and Cadets and Soldlors 
seated round, moetlngs are held- In short, 
this Is the wny In which tho Salvation 
war Is carried on In Lanka. Glory ! 

Praise God, there are hundreds of na- 
tlvo soldiers who once were given up to 
drinking, gambling, thieving and cnttle- 
llftlng. testifying to this day the power ot 
Jesus' Blood to save. Hallelujah !
